Here, possibility was plainly 
confounded with permissibility; and the 
correspondent not only could, bnt did, 
place more than the address on the face 
of the card. Then there is the form of 
the Canadian and English postal-card, 
which says: "The address only to be 
written on this side," meaning, as it 
.stands, that if the address be printed, or 
set down in any other way than by writ- 
ing, it must be put on the other side. 
Therefore, we may congratulate ourself 
upon having at last a perfectly worded 
postal-card, which means exactly what 
it says—namely, "Nothing but the ad- 
dress to be on this side." 


SCARCITY OK SII.VJKK. 


(Caraon Free Lance.) 


A few days since one of the largest 


banks in New York city declared that 
it did nob bara aa much as ten dollars 
in siver on band. All over Nevada and 
California silver is unusually scarce. 
Superintendent A. Sharon, of the Pal- 
ace Hotel, San Francis 30, said to the 
writer the other day that every Satur- 
day be had to go out and buy for use iu 
the restaurant and office over $2,000, in 
silver change, frequently he could not 
flue so mach as this in the "California 
Bank, when it would take him several 
hoars to pick up here and there this 
comparatively small amount of silrer. 
And when he did find it he never paid 
less than three aud sometimes aa high 
as high as five per cent premium. 
Think of it; as high as one hundred 
dollars paid for the privilege of using 
-over Sunday in place of gold $2,000 in 
silver. 
Business men in Carson and 


other towns in Nevada are now making 
similar complaint. 
This being the 


atate of facts, with such a heavy dis- 
oonnt on silver, with millions on hand 
in the U. S. Treasury vault and Mint 
vaults there most be something rotten 
in Denmark somewhere.

\V»iat tho Future Holda oat to Hint 


nt Koine. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Mr. Keiley 


has arrived in Washington and has de- 
livered his resignation ns Minister to 
Austria. There is much interest felt in 
his future, for it seems to be taken for 
granted that he does not retire to pri- 
vate life, bat -.rill continue to be in 
some -way a ijart of the Administration. 
Mr. Keiley, as ex-Minister to Italy and 
ex-Minister to Austria, forced to resign 
for his " devotion to American princi- 
ples," accepting tho common view of 
his rejection by two monarchies, is well 
equipped to be a power in politics. Hia 
enthusiastic reception by the Irish Cath- 
olic Benevolent Union and his election 
to the Presidency of that powerful na- 
tional organization are only incidents 
going to bhow the position accorded him 
by one strong element. It is stated to- 
night that Mr. Keiley is considering a 
proposition to make New York his 
home. When he went abroad he closed 
up all o£ hia interests in .Richmond, 
aud 
there is nothing to take him 


back there. li he goes to New Yoik it 
is with the understanding that he will 
enter upon an active political caree;. 
Bat whether be decidss to go or ente.- 
official life here it is understood he will 
participate in the coming campaign iu 
New York State. The politicians be- 
lieve that bis recent past and hie life- 
long connections, not to mention bis 
powers as an oratoi, >.Ir. Keiley is the 
man above all otheri iu this country to 
rally and hold the Imh vote.

The disturbance of these may require 
the election of a Senate and Executive of 
the same political faitb. But the prizes 
certain to fall to the party winning the 
Governorship are sufficiently attractive 
to enlist the best efforts of political 
workers. A mail should be chosen 
Governor who is competent and who 
may be disposed to fill the offices under 
bis control to the advantage and honor 
of the State.—Utica Herald.

There are over one hundred newspapers 
that daily come to the White House. 
Some are paid for and some are sent in 
complimentary 
by 
the 
publishers. 


There are more of them than we can 
read, but we cannot stop them. If we 
suggested such a thing thoae who Bend 
them would get mad aud insist on send- 
ing u» their papers as a piece of revenge. 
It is only occasionally that there is a 
marked article in nay of these regular 
papers. But there is seldom an irreg- 
ular papor that does not 
contain a 


marked article of some kind. 
New 


appointees send us papers showing 
how,'well, tbeir appointments nre be- 
ing 
received 
by the paper 
whe>e 


they reside, while the unsuccessful can- 
didates send xis papers showing; what a 
terrible mistake was made in appointing 
the other fellow. They all (ihut is, the 
fellows -who fail to get there,) conceal 
the truth of their compliant and speak 
of the disappointment that the party Xeels 
over the appointment. Now, the re ,1 
fact is, the political parties do not woiry 
themselves much over who shall be ap- 
pointed, to positions. All this worry is 
among the disappointed candidates and 
their immediate friends. 
It was the 


same with the Republicans as it is now. 
Does the President see these marked 
papers? 
Why, no. 
He does not see 


one in each thousand that COUIPS here. 
There are two causes forihis. The first 
is, we do not want to bother him with 
such stuff, aud the second id, Presi- 
dents, as a rule, have other things be- 
sides reading giowls in the shape of 
marked newspaper articles wiitteu and 
sent by interested parties. Such papers 
should go to the department where the 
appointment was made.

The Call says: 
A Call reporter interviewed severa 


prominent wool dealers yesterday in re- 
lation to the late rise in the prices o: 
this staple, more especially in reference 
to the idea which has gone abroad to the 
efl'ect that e ^tensive purchases are being 
made by Eastern dealers at figures en- 
tirely in advance of those iiow prevailing. 
This, however, is, stated to be incorrect, 
the general leport bein^ that there is a 
rise "all along the line," though it is 
possible that some lots nre being pur- 
chased in the Eabt at higher figures tb.au 
prevail here. 
Should this be t,o there 


are several explanations of the circum- 
stance. Hecht Brothers of 23 aud 27 
Sansome street,who, in addition to their 
local boot and shoe business, are part- 
ueis iu the large Boston wool firm of the 
same name, state that there is every 
prospect of a further rise in the prices, 
which wo.- d lead manuf.ictur'eis to try 
and lay in as lieuvy stockw as possible 
now, the increased domain! of course 
somewhat strengthening the market 
where their immediate purchases are 
made. Then again California wool, ex- 
cellent as is it« quality, is inclined to 
be 
v«?ry dirty, 50 and 55 per cent, 


of tho weight being not an unusual fig- 
ure, while it sometimes goes as high as 
75 aud 80, Wool for the East must be 
scoured and wiighed free of dirt which 
necessarily causes Home confusion, of 
figurrB to the unitiated. As a matter of 
fact, the senior member of the firm be- 
lieved that prices here were fully up to 
anything that in being paid iu the Eas 
—if .anything, rather higher. There 
has been a rise of about 10 per cent, in 
the best grades, aud 15 or 20 with re- 
gard to the lower. 


The improvement iu prices is but a 


natural result of the circumstances 
which have been prevailing iu the trade 
Some time since, owing to tho vasl 
amount of woollen goods which had 
been manufactured, the prices of such 
articles fell to such a low figiue that 
many of the manufactories shut down, 
while others either ceased buying woo] 
altogether, depending upon their stack 
on hand, or bought only from hand to 
month so to speak. 
As a matter of 


course low prices were the order in.con 
sequence, until the surplus goo3s auc 
raw material had been disposed of and 
used, when, as the manufacturers found 
it necessary to begin buying again 
prices begun to rise. The upward ten- 
dency being noticed, manufacturers be- 
came alarmed aud began layiug in large 
stocks, the amount of wool purchased 
in Boston alone within two weeks lately 
being over 2,000,000 pounds. These 
transactions of course still further stif- 
fened the market unil elevated prices. 


Falkner, Bell & Co., Louis Slosj & 


Co. and some other firms were inter- 
viewed on the subject, but the opinions 
elicted did not materially differ from 
those of Mr. Hecht.

Tlie-Jurymen Speak. 


BENO, October 1st. 
Editor Gazette:—The undersigned 
members of the Jury in the case of 
the State of Nevada vs. Frank 
Borden have read fche article in the 
Journal of Sunday morning Sept. 
117th, entitled "The Jury compli- 
mented" iu which Wm. M. Board- 
man is reported as saying that the 
jurors in said case "disregarded the 
law, the evidence and their oatha 
as jurors" in rendering their ver- 
dict. 
New) gatherers are sometimes 
over zealous in furnishing their 
readers items that are calculated to 
"rnise the wirul" are often led to 
give publicity to matters of infor- 
mation, which upon further exami- 
nation proves to be wholly, or only 
iu part true. 
Before we would beliave that 
such 
language came from 
the 
mouth of oue occupying a position 
that hitherto haa beep filled by his 
predecessors with couitesey and 
dignity, we made tins inquiry of 
responsible persons who were pres- 
ent at the time and heard all that 
was said. 
That he did use the 
language quoted iu the Journal and 
more and viler, there can be no 
doubt. 
If the public had no interest in 
the matter, we should take the 
same philosophical view as did the 
man when the jackass kicked him. 
But the public has an interest in 
knowiug why twenty citizens of 
this county, who have hitherto 
borne respectable characteis should 
now be branded as oath breakers or 
perjurers. In our defense we say 
that we are all old settlers and tax- 
payers of Washoe county, and 
while we do not preceud to the 
peculiar 
intellectuality 
which 


would be requisite to enable us to 
hold office, we do claim to be able 
to read and understand the English 
language, and most of us know by 
instinct, if not by education, right 
from wrong. We frown upon uud 
discountenance vice aud law-break- 
iug and where guilt is shown be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, we would 
not hesitate to condemn by our vei- 
dicfc the 
criminal, 
though 
his 


punishment be death. 
We were 
called from our homes aud busi- 
nesses to do jury duty in the ease 
named, none of us served willingly, 
and some served very reluctantly. 
There existed in the heart of us 
all a feeling of prejudice, which 
went, if not, directly against the 
accused, at least against the offense 
charged, and if the testimony had 
nearly approached the allegations 
ot the indictment, our verdict would 
have been otherwise. But the law 
in >.s meicy provides '• 1 hat every 
am-used oereoi nhu.1! bo deemed 
innocent until IDS guilt is proven 
beyond a reasonable doubt." To 
guard against any future "escapes 
from justice," we r«»o mmend that 
ihe next legislature be petitioned 
to amend the law so as to conform 
to the Washoe county idea to wit: 
"That every person accused shall 
be deemed guilty until his inuo- 
ceuse is proven to the Judge before 
whom he is beiog tried." But as 
the legislature will not convene be- 
fore 1887 we will have to submit to 
the present law; aud iu tiiy mean- 
time we would ausjfeeat that if each 
officer will pay due regard to hi.s 
own oath, the duties of Judge, Jury 
and District Attorney will not fall 
upon oue irutn's snouldcrs, und 
whatever blunders are committed 
the responsibility will be divided.
